The Army Dental Corps

HE cessation of hostilities did not 
bring an end to the problems facing 
the Army Dental Corps. We in the Dental 
Division of The Surgeon General’s Office 
realized that one of the most serious 
problems would 
be that of pro- 
curing dental of- 
ficers not only 
for the post-war 
Regular Army, 
but those neces- 
sary to serve in 
the interim peri- 
od to relieve of- 
ficers who had 
many months of 
war service and 
were desirous of 
being separated 
to return to their 
civilian practice. 
In the Spring of 
1946 an appeal 
was made to civilian dentists to volun- 
teer for Army duty but the results were 
disappointing and it was then that action 
by Selective Service was initiated to pro- 
cure officers. Between July and October 
of 1946 approximately 900 were commis- 
Sioned to serve for a period of two years 
and with the transfer of 800 dental offi- 
cers from the Navy for Army duty it was 
possible to reduce the separation criteria 
for all dental officers to two years’ service. 
To increase the number of officers in 
the Regular Army, temporary officers 
with outstanding war records were of- 
fered commission in grades of first lieu- 
tenant to major, and many excellent men 
were obtained in this manner. However, 
as might have been expected, the number 
of applications for the two lower grades 
was disappointing, to date only about 
half the number needed to fill vacancies 
in the Regular Army have been comnis- 
sioned, 

It is hoped that new procurement 
policies and recently enacted legislation 
will influence a considerable number in 
deciding to make the Army their career. 
Volunteer and Regular Army dental of- 
ficers now receive a pay increase of $100 
per month; a more favorable promotion 
bill makes it possible for promotion to 
full colonel in 19 years (7 years less than 
under the old promotion bill), and also 
provides greater opportunity to become a 
general officer as the Dental Corps is now 
authorized four general officers ; provision 
is also made to offer initial commissions 
to civilian dentists up to and including 
the grade of colonel. 

A one-year dental internship program 
was started 1 July 1947 in Army general 
hospitals, and this training is now being 
given to twenty-five selected recent 
graduates under the guidance of Army 
Specialists and civilian consultants. While 
80 serving, interns receive the pay and 
allowances of a first lieutenant and at

House OK’s Retirement; 
Senate May Not Act 


The House of Representatives this 
week passed and sent to the Senate H. R. 
2744, to provide for retirement of Regu- 
lar Army and Regular Air Forces Offi- 
cers and to set up a retirement system 
for all reserve components. 

Passage came after two hours debate 
and acceptance of 20 or 30 clarifying 
technical amendments, with the amended 
title to the measure to read: 

“To provide for the elimination of 
Regular Army and Regular Air Force 
Officers and for the retirement of officers, 
warrant ofticers, and enlisted men of the 
Regular Army and the Regular Air Force, 
and to provide retirement benefits for 
members of the Reserve components of 
the Army of the United States, the Air 
Force of the United States, United States 
Navy and Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard.” 

As finally passed, the measure is es- 
sentially as reported in THE ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL of 6 March. It provides 
for Army and Air Force retirements in 
highest rank and a system of forced 
elimination for the Army and Air Force 
and creates a system of non-disability re- 
tirements for personnel of the National 
Guard and the reserve components of all 
the Armed Services. 

Just what action will be taken on the 
Senate side is in the realm of speculation. 
Virtually the same measure was passed 
by the House during the 79th Congress, 
but the bill met the stubborn opposition 
of Senators Johnson of Colorado and Hill 
of Alabama who were successful in pre- 
venting the measure from coming to a 
vote or letting it go to conference. 

Opposition of the Coloradan will not 
be as serious as the opposition of the 
Senator from Alabama, who is a mem- 
ber of the Armed Services Committee. On 
the other hand, Senator Burnet Maybank 
of South Carolina, himself a member of 
the Committee and a World War I vet- 
eran, gave the measure vigorous support 
in the 79th Congress and can be expected 
to give his best energies to the new bill. 

Representative Leroy Johnson (R- 
Calif.), chairman of the Retirement Sub- 
committee of the House Committee on 
Armed Services, handled the measure on 
the floor with able support from the Com- 
mittee Chairman, Representative Walter 
G. Andrews (R-N.Y.). 

Represeutative Johnson declared that 
in his opinion the measure was “peace 
insurance” in an unsettled world. “It is 
one way of saying that we mean business 
when we harness together into one effec- 
tive unit the soldiers who served in the 
last war and the new ones who are com- 
ing up and are anxious to serve in the 
future,” he said. 

Supporting Mr. Johnson, Representa- 
tive Overton Brooks (D-La.), original 
sponsor of the measure in the 79th Con- 
gress and a member of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, said the biil fills a long- 
standing need of the armed services. “It 
is urgent and necessary, that it be passed 
at this time,” he asserted. 

In continuance, Mr. Overton declared 
the bill will serve as an inducement to 
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Inactive-Duty Training Pay 

The House this week passed the bill 
(S. 1174) authorizing the payment of in- 
active duty training pay to personnel of 
the reserve components of the Army and 
Air Force on the same basis as is now 
paid to the National Guard and the Naval 
Reserve. 

The bill, already passed by the Senate, 
must now be returned to the upper cham- 
ber for concurrence in minor technical 
amendments before going to the President 
for approval. 

The object of the measure as explained 
to the House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ice by representatives of the Department 
of the Army is: 

“The purpose of this proposed legislation is 
to provide uniform standards for inactive- 
duty training pay for all Reserve components 
of the armed forces, to authorize inactive 
training pay for members of the Reserve 
Corps of the Army, in order to facilitate 
the procurement and training of the mem- 
bers of such corps, and to make certain inci-

No Pay Legislation This Session 

Secretary of Defense James Forrestal, 
this week declared flatly that he doubted 
there would be any legislation on Service 
Pay at this session of Congress. 

The Secretary's statement was made at 
a press conference held on 10 March dur- 
ing which he told reporters that he did 
not believe the Service Pay Commission, 
headed by Charles R. Hook would be able 
to make its final report until some time 
late in the coming summer. The Commis- 
sion, the Secretary said, will continue to 
hold meetings and carry forward its 
studies on the various phases of the gen- 
eral pay study. 

Mr. Forrestal again emphasized the 
need for thoroughness rather than speed 
in approaching the pay question. He said 
that Mr. William R. Williamson, of the 
Wyatt Company, Washington, D. C., has 
been engaged by the Advisory Commis- 
sion for actuarial work in connection with 
its analysis of the pay structure of the 
Armed Forces. He will begin his services 
with a study of retirement pay. Mr. 
Williamson is the third consultant re- 
tained by the Commission, which was 
appointed to formulate a system of com- 
pensation that could serve as a new legis- 
lative base for pay scales in all branches 
of the armed farces. 

A staff of approximately 100, recruited 
within the services, is working on the 
study. The staff will be augmented this 
month by a subcommittee, appointed 
from the legal departments of the serv- 
ices, which will study existing legislation 
that tends to cause inequities in pay be- 
tween the services. 





Dress Uniform Delayed 

“T shall defer a decision on the question 
of the full dress uniform until the next 
social season,” Secretary of Defense For- 
resta] announced this week. 

A recommended design for the new 
dress uniform has been on the Secretary’s 
desk for several weeks awaiting its trans- 
fer to the White House for final approval. 
The study was made at the request of 
President Truman who suggested that a 
full evening dress ur form be designed 





for all the services.

UMT Hearings Cover 
Broad Defense Study 


A broad study of National Defense sub- 
jects, including Universal Military Train- 
ing, was voted ths week by the Senate 
Committee on Armed Services. 

Following an executive meeting of the 
committee, attended by ten out of the 
thirteen members, Senator Gurney, chair- 
man,’ told the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
that the group had voted unanimously to 
begin hearings on all subjects, including 
UMT, that have to do with the best de- 
fensive interests of the country. The hear- 
ings, he said, will begin on Tuesday, 16 
March, with General Marshall. 

The Committee’s decision followed the 
appearance before it, in executive ses- 
sion of Secretary of Defense Forrestal, 
Secretary of the Army Royall, Secretary 
of the Navy Sullivan, Secretary of the 
Air Force Symington, General Omar N. 
Bradley, chief of staff of the Army, Ad- 
miral Louis B. Denfeld, Chief of Naval 
Operations, and General Carl Spaatz, 
Chief of Staff of the Air Force. 

The top civilian and military command 
of the Armed Services presented an over- 
all picture of the defense problem that 
must be faced, and outlined the legisla- 
tion it considered necessary in the im- 
mediate future. 

To keep the hearings from becoming too 
extended, Senator Gurney said that as- 
sociations and organizations desiring to 
present views will each be asked to con- 
solidate their viewpoint in one witness. 

Included in the study program will be 
the needs of the National Guard, Naval 
Reserve, Army Reserve, Air Force Re- 
serve, and Marine Corps Reserve, in- 
crease in armories, etc. 

The Chairman also made public cost 
estimates from Secretary Forrestal as fol- 
lows (summary totals in millions of dol- 
lars):

In explanation of these figures, Secre- 
tary Forrestal wrote: 

“In reading these figures an understanding 
of the postulates and assumptions upon which 
the training plans and cost estimates of the 
services have been prepared is essential. 
Where two or more alternatives have pre- 
sented themselves, that one has been adopted 
which, under all the circumstances, has ap- 
peared to be the most logical; and where dif- 
ferent alternatives appeared to involve sub- 
stantially different costs, these differences 
are being developed by means of further cost 
studies, Therefore, although the statement of 
estimated costs submitted with this letter is 
based throughout upon a single set of as- 
sumptions, the services will be prepared, in 
due course, to furnish your committee with 
supplementary figures to show the added, or 
decreased, costs incident to certain alternative 
assumptions.

Defense Sec. Presses 
For War Role Clarity 


Secretary of Defense Forrestal an- 
nounced this week that he will take a 
hand in bringing about a clarification in 
the roles of the various Services under 
unification. 

Mr. Forrestal said that over the week- 
end he will have a conference with the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff to decide ‘“‘who does 
what, and with what” in the event of war. 
To emphasize the military character of 
the meeting, Mr. Forrestal said that the 
other civilian secretaries will not attend. 

It is understood that the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff will be accompanied by their re- 
spective planning chiefs and by Maj. Gen. 
Alfred M. Gruenther, director of the Joint 
Staff, and that the conference will be held 
in Key West, Fla. 

Failure of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to 
supply them with an integrated plan for 
air operations was severely criticized 
both by the President’s Air Policy Com- 
mission and by the Congressional Air 
Policy Board. 

Mr. Forrestal’s step is the first of its 
kind taken since the enactment of the 
National Security Act and would appear 
to involve a test of the Secretary’s powers 
under unification. Under the law the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff are assigned cer- 
tain tasks “under the President and the 
Secretary” and they are designated as an 
advisory body to the “President and the 
Secretary.” However, it is known that 
Mr. Forrestal discussed the entire prob- 
lem with President Truman before call- 
ing the meeting and that the President 
agreed with him as to the necessity of 
reaching an understanding and gave him 
the authority to settle it. 

The Secretary said that he would strive 
to have the JCS reach an agreement 
among themselves, but added that “Fail- 
ing their agreement, I make my decision.” 

The Secretary’s firm decision to take 
the matter into hig own hands was wel- 
comed in Congress, where Speaker Mar- 
tin took the occasion to announce that he 
will give “top priority” to building “the 
world’s strongest air force.” 

“We must have the strongest air force 
in the world,” Speaker Martin declared, 
“both for defense and offense. It might 
be necessary to give them more money 
than the President asked.” 

Representative Carl Hinshaw, who was 
vice chairman of the Congressional Air 
Policy Board and chairman of its sub- 
committee on Combat Aviation, stated: 

“IT am confident this Congress will not 
tolerate negligence in defense planning. 
Members of our Appropriation Committee, I 
am sure, know what I am talking about, be- 
cause they too have intimate knowledge of 
the defense situation and the controversies 
among the services. 

“T am also confident that Secretary of De- 
fense Forrestal is striving earnestly to pro- 
duce a unified plan of action for the defense 
establishment, but, my colleagues, he needs 
our help. 

“President Truman, as commander in chief 
of the Armed Forces, should act at once to 
see that the present danger-fraught situation 
is corrected. Some forthright orders to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff from the President— 
orders to get together and get on with a uni- 
fied plan of action—are needed now.” 

Representative Hinshaw told the House 
of the experiences of the Air Policy 
Board, stating: 

“It became obvious that a difference of 
opinion amounting to almost private hos- 
tility existed between the Navy and the Air 
Force as to which of them was to be responsi- 
ble for certain roles and missions, This dif- 
ference developed when the question was 
asked of them, whether or not the statements 
of requirements as presented had been ap- 
proved by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. The an- 
swer by each of them was a reluctant ‘No.’ 

“It then developed that the reason the 
figures had not been approved by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff was that there was no ugree- 
ment between the Joint Chiefs as to the as- 





signment of roles and missions of the respec- 
tive services. 

“Finally the reason behind this disagree- 
ment came out-in the fact that the Unification 
Act of 1947 was somewhat ambiguous in cer- 
tain respects, and that the Executive Order 
of the President No. 9877 which further de- 
fines the roles and missions of the armed 
services differs from the Navy’s interpreta- 
tion of the Law so the Navy chose to disre- 
gard the Executive Order of the President 
where the Order, as the Navy sees it, differs 
with the Law. 

“Plainly, the seat of the conflict lies in the 
fact that the Unification Act was passed in 
the first instance. No one in this Chamber 
will forget the lobby job that was done to 
prevent its passage until certain changes 
were made in the language. The fight con- 
tinues and rages downtown now and perhaps 
the only way to settle it is to amend the Act. 
Meantime the very able and distinguished 
Secretary of Defense has his hands full and 
needs to be supported in his efforts for uni- 
fication. 

“The controversy revolves’ principally 
around the question as to whether the Air 
Force is to be solely responsible for the 
strategic bombing mission or whether the 
Navy should have a part, or, as some claim, 
all of that mission. 

“In that controversy are involved several 
billions of dollars of budgets over the years 
to come.” 

Speaking on the question of security 
generally, Secretary Forrestal said at his 
press conference that the nation could not 
rely solely upon the atomic bomb or the 
air force or any other single agent as an 
assurance for peace. He said that such 
assurance could only be achieved through 
the coordinated efforts of the entire mili- 
tary establishment. 

“You cannot buy security,” the Secre- 
tary said. “You cannot rely upon the Atom 
bomb or the nation’s air power to get it. 
We need all the military to make it sure.” 

Asked directly if raising service pay to 
make military life more attractive would 
not be a reasonable substitute for Uni- 
versal Military Training, Secretary For- 
restal reiterated his statement that “You 
eannot buy security.” Universal Military 
Training he said would provide the basic 
discipline necessary to combat any type 
of war which we may have in the future. 
The time element of the next war he said 
is nebulous. No one can say that we will 
have a war in ten years, two weeks, or 
tomorrow morning. A democracy, he said, 
prepares for peace not war. “We go on 
the assumption,” he concluded, “that the 
world wants peace.” 





Administrative Decentralization 


Decentralization of the Administrative 
headquarters of the Military Establish- 
ment is under discussion and some plan 
for localizing actual duties throughout 
the country may be worked out in the near 
future, Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
indicated this week. 

The Secretary said he saw no reason 
why the entire military administrative 
staff should be located in the Pentagon, 
and added that in some instances he 
thought that local operation had proved 
more efficient and less expensive. He cited 
the present procurement system as an ex- 
ample. 

Under any plan of decentralization of 
Administrative forces, he said, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and top ranking officials 
would remain in Washington. It is in the 
capital he. said, that policy would be 
formed and directives carrying out such 
policy would be drafted. 

Earlier, Senator Wiley, long an advo- 
eate of decentralization to lessen damage 
in case of bombing, had made public let- 
ters to Secretary Forrestal and the lat- 
ter’s replies stating that he agreed the 
subject is an important one and advis- 
ing the Senator that the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff is studying the matter. 





Disability arings 

The Elston subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Armed Services, this week 
completed hearings on disability retire- 
ments and now awaits a bill to be sug- 
gested by Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
—a bill that will be the basis for action 
for recommendation to the full commit- 
tee. 

At the hearing on 5 March, the Secre- 
tary of Defense, Maj. Gen. J. E. Dahl- 
quist, WDGS, P and A, were the wit- 
nesses. 

Secretary Forrestal stated his belief 
that “the tremendous majority of person- 
nel now in a retired status because of 
physical disability are bona fide physical 
disability cases” and “both those already 
retired and those who may be retired in 
the future must be dealt with equitably 
and justly, and must not be denied any 
rights to which they legitimately be en- 
titled.” 

Secretary Forrestal’s planned bill will 
be based on the following principles: 

“The benefits for physical disability be re- 
lated to the percentage of actual incapacity 
for duty—as is true of Veterans Administra- 
tion disability cases today. 

“That every person retired for physical dis- 
ability since 1939 be re-examined—and that 
provision be made for periodic re-examina- 
tions in the future. 

“That physical disability _ benefits—and 
other provisions of the retirement laws as 
well—be applicable on the same basis to the 
personnel of all the Armed Services, both 
reguiar and reserve, officer and enlisted. 

“That tax exemption, if it is to apply at 
all, be applicable only to payments represent- 
ing benefits for actual physical disability, on 
the percentage basis referred to above.” 

When asked by Chairman Elston when 
re-examinations should end, Secretary 
Forrestal said “After experience had 
demonstrated that he (an officer) will not 
recover from an organic trouble—perhaps 
3-5 years.” 

The Secretary suggested that the re- 
examinations should be conducted by a 
panel of the Surgeons General of the Serv- 
ices and the Veterans Administration, 
and that re-examination should be effec- 
tive only for future cases of disability 
retirements. 

As for tax exemption—Secretary For- 
restal stated that at present he favors 
withdrawal of it, and that would get 
rid of inequities and administration. 

The testimony of Maj. Gen. Dahlquist 
on 5 March and of Comdr. David L. Mar- 
tineau, of the Bureau of Personnel of the 
Navy, on 8 March, consisted in supplying 
the committee with comparative statistics 
about disability retirements for battle 
and non-battle casualties of both Regu- 
lars and non-Regulars. 

Vice Adm. Harry G. Hamlet, USCG- 
Ret., president of the Retired Officers As- 
sociation, told the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL this week that the report on his pre- 
vious testimony was in error in that he 
does not favor a review of all disability 
retirements. “Our Association,” Admiral 
Hamlet said, “feels that those already re- 
tired for physical disability, Regular and 
Reserve, should be left undisturbed in 
the present situation, except that actual 
eases of maladministration, if any such 
there be, should be corrected and that 
any change in the law should be for pro- 
spective application and not retroactive, 
and that the percentage of disability al- 
ready found or to be found on re-exami- 
nation should be the measure only of the 
exclusion or exemption from Federal in- 
come tax, and under no circumstances 
should any such percentage of disability 
result in a reduction in the amount of 
retired pay itself.”

Borinquen AFB Renamed 
Ramey AFB 

The U. S. Air Force Base at Punta 
Borinquen, near Aguadilla, P. R., was 
recently renamed Ramey Air Force Base 
in honor of the late Brig. Gen. Howard 
K. Ramey, USAF. 

As Commander of the 5th Bomber Com- 
mand in the Southwest Pacific, General 
Ramey personally led his air crews in in- 
numerable attacks against the enemy. It 
was on one of these missions that the 
General was lost in March 1943, at the 
age of 47. 

General Ramey was a pioneer in avia- 
tion who exemplified the finest traditions 
of Air Force leadership. He entered the 
U. S. Air Service in 1917 after gradua- 
tion from Mississippi A. and M. College, 
and was commissioned a 2d Lieutenant in 
1918. He attended numerous air schools 
to keep pace with aviation progress. 


House OK’s Retirement 
(Continued from First Page) 
younger officers to make a career of the 
services, and at the same time aid the 
Army in solving the problem of the in- 

ept and sub-standard officers. 

Other effective support came from Rep- 
resentative Margaret Chase Smith (R- 
Me.), herself a member of the Armed 
Services Committee, who declared she 
believed the bill to be a sound one “be- 
cause of the exhaustive hearings and 
serious study made by the subcommittee.” 

She raised the question, “Will the re- 
servists be able to get in the required 
post-war active service?” 

In reply, Representative Johnson said 
the provisions for constructive service 
will be a great help to them in building 
up active duty time 

No serious opposition developed at any 
time during the debate, but Representa- 
tive Walt Horan (R-Wash.) did bring 
up estimated cost of the retirement sys- 
tem provided in the bill. 

Representative Johnson said that $51,- 
000 would be enough during the first year 
the law was in effect, and would run up 
to as much as $11,000,000 a year within 
10 years, and perhaps to $33,000,000 a 
year within 30 years. 

“Considering the astronomical figures 
of the cost of national defense, these costs 
are rather nominal,” he said.

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USMA to Mark 146th Anniversary 

The U, 8S. Miliary Academy will mark 
the 146th anniversary of its founding on 
16 March, President Thomas Jefferson 
signed the Act of Congress establishing 
the Military Academy on 16 March, 1802. 
This act provided that the school was to 
consist of twenty officers and cadets, all 
of the Corps of Pngineers. 

Many notable leaders of that day, in- 
cluding Generals George Washington and 
Henry Knox, had repeatedly urged the 
establishment of a military academy, and 
plans had been under consideration for 
a number of years, It was not until 1794, 
however, that a beginning was made. In 
that year, the War Department estab- 
lished a small military school at West 
Point. 

In 1798 the maximum number of cadet- 
ships was set at 56 and the pay for cadets 
was provided for. From these humble 
beginnings has developed the Military 
Academy we know today. 

Traditionally the anniversary of the 
founding is celebrated by West Point 
Societies and other groups of graduates 
and former cadets throughout the world 
in March of each year. The Saturday 
evening nearest 16 March has been cus- 
tomarily chosen by most of these groups 
for their annual celebrations. 

West Point Societies, scattered through- 
out the world from Europe to the Far 
Jast, will celebrate Founders Day with 
varied programs. Usually these programs 
include toasts or speeches by the oldest 
and youngest graduate present and a talk 
by some other prominent graduate. Films 
about the Academy have been shipped for 
showing at many of these meetings. The

Must Clear Classified Information 

Persons in the military service who ap- 
pear before a Committee of Congress or 
Executive Commission, Board, Committee 
or similar groups, in either executive 
session or open hearing, are prohibited 
from divulging “top secret” information 
unless specifically authorized to do so by 
the Secretary of the Army. 

The new ruling is contained in AR 
380-5 *C5 issued by the Department of 
the Army under date of 3 March, 1948. 
If military witnesses are not authorized 
to give out classified informatiqn, the 
Regulation states, they will respectfully 
state to the Committee that they are not 
authorized to do so, but that they will 
endeavor to obtain authorization if 
necessary. 





German Marriages 

Personnel who marry Germans, or who 
have married Germans since 8 May, 1945, 
will not be reassigned to the European 
Command regardless of the fact that 
spouse may have subsequently acquired 
American or other citizenship, the De- 
partment of the Army ruled this week.

"Private Hilton M. Whidden went to the aid of two men of 
his Company, Medical Detachment, wounded by enemy artillery 
fire. Running 200 yards across open terrain amid bursting 
artillery shells, Private Whidden doubtless saved the life of 
one of the wounded whose leg had been severed. His courage, 
and service to his fellow men, even in the face of intense 
enemy fire, reflects great credit upon himself and the United 
States Army."

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Overhaul Enlisted Ratings 

The ratings of many Regular Navy 
enlisted men will be changed on 2 April, 
when a general overhaul of the Navy’s 
enlisted rating structure goes into ef- 
fect. 

Designed to provide peacetime ratings 
which will give Regular Navy men the 
broadest possible background in their vo- 
cational fields, the new system consoli- 
dates 198 current ratings into 77 general 
service rates under 12 general categories. 
To be used only in peacetime, the new 
rating structure will permit rapid ad- 
vancement of Regular Navy men to posi- 
tions of responsibility in the more spe- 
cialized emergency service ratings in 
time of an emergency. The present rating 
system will be shelved. 

The peacetime rate changes affect only 
Regular Navy personnel and the rela- 
tively few Volunteer Reservists who are 
in an active duty status in ship-keeping 
or station-keeping billets. All other Naval 
Reservists will be assigned emergency 
service ratings. 

The broadening of duties under the 
new rate structure is shown in a com- 
parison of the number of rating groups 
in a single category. For example, 18 
deck ratings are being replaced by four, 
and 46 administrative and clerical rat- 
ings are being replaced by 11. The new 
rate structure also standardizes rate ab- 
breviations, which will simplify adminis- 
trative problems, All future rate abbrevia- 


| tions will be composed of only two ini- 


tials, with a suffix “C” designating a chief 
petty officer, or numerals designating 
other grades.of petty officers. 

Under the new structure the ratings of 
ecarpenter’s mate and painter will be 
changed to damage controlman. Buglers 
will become seamen, and will primarily 
be strikers for quartermaster. Bugle- 
masters and signalmen will become quar- 
termasters in the peacetime structure; 
watertenders will become boilermen, and 
shipfitters ratings will be changed to 
either metalsmith or pipe fitter. 

The rating of coxswain, first used in 


“1797, will be permanently replaced by the 


rating of boatswain’s mate, third class, 
and the ship’s cook rating, established in 
1837, will be changed in the peacetime 
structure to commissaryman. 

New ratings to be established are un- 
derwater mechanic, personnel man, air 
controlman, engineman, and several new 
ratings in the construction group, such 
as surveyor, mechanic, driver, steelwork- 
er, builder, utilities man and construc- 
tion electrician’s mate. 

The 12 groups, with the peacetime rat- 
ings under each group, follow:

Naval Reserve Pay 

Navy and Marine Corps Reservists may 
not receive pay from Naval appropria- 
tions if they are drawing pensions, dis- 
ability allowances, disability compensa- 
tion or retired pay, the Department of 
the Navy announced this week. 

The text of ALNAVSTA 2 containing 
this information is as follows: 

“By reason Comptroller Generals Decision 
B-71447, dated 30 Jan, 1948, Reservists other- 
wise entitled thereto may not receive any 
moneys from Naval appropriations while 
drawing pensions, disability allowances, 
disability compensation, or retired pay (ex- 
cept as members of Fleet Reserve or Honor 
able Retired list), from the Government of 
the United States. No such pensions, disability 
compensation or retired pay may be sur- 
rendered, refunded or withheld in whole or 
in part, nor may checkage of moneys paid 
from Naval appropriations in amount equal 
to such pension, disability compensation or 
retired pay be made in order to receive 
moneys from Naval appropriations. Fore- 
going applicable to Marine Corps Reserve. 

“Immediate implementation foregoing de- 
cision is directed. Paragraph 54330, BuSandA 
Manual and articles H-2101, 7305 and 7306, 
BuPers Manual in conflict therewith are 
modified accordingly.”

Train Greek Air Cadets 

Fifty Royal Hellenic Air Force cadets 
are en route from Athens to Randolph 
AFB, Tex., for a year’s flying training 
with the U. S. Air Force under the pro- 
visions of this country’s Greek aid pro- 
gram. 

The cadets, and several English- 
speaking Greek officers who will act as 
interpreters, are being flown to the United 
States in two USAF Douglas C-4 Sky- 
masters.

The Greek trainees will receive 
the same training given American avia- 
tion cadets, and will fly North American 
AT-6s (trainers), P-51"Mustangsand B-25 
Mitchells. Greek-speaking USAF officers 
are being assigned to the aviation cadet 
class to assist in training the Greek 
cadets. 

Upon the completion of their training 
in February, 1949, the Greeks will be 
commissioned as flying officers in the 
Royal Hellenic Air Force and will return 
to Greece for assignment to tactical and 
operational units. 


European Housing for USAF 

The Department of the Air Force this 
week issued AF’ Letter 34-20 under date 
of 19 Feb. pertaining to Housing condi- 
tions in Europe for Dependent families. 

The letter warns that the Lack of hous- 
ing facilities in Germany is critical and 
can not be expected to improve in the near 
future. Headquarters also reports & 
shortage of potable water was experi- 
enced in many localities. Transportation, 
according to the letter, is difficult and 
little gasoline is available for private 
ears. 

The Air Force stated that its letter was 
issued in the knowledge that some 
families will experience a feeling of dis 
appointment and possible discomfiture 
upon their arrival, and wished to make 
sure that personnel was advised of the 
true situation. It was suggested that when 
possible, personnel precede their families 
to Burope prior to initiating application 
forttheir travel from the United States, 
in order to ascertain personally whether 
quartering and living conditions will be 
compatible with the general health and 
mental outlook of their dependents, par- 
ticularly when children are involved.

| pomereesaees proof of the abysmal difference between our American form of 
Democracy and the Moscow brand of communism, is furnished by the country’s 
acceptance as the right and privilege of General of the Army MacArthur to throw 
his cap into the presidential ring. Had a Russian General dared to hint that he as- 
pired to succeed Stalin his disappearance would have followed instantly and in this 
connection it is not forgotten how quickly were cast into oblivion such leaders in 
the war as Zhukov, for example, because of the prominence they had won amongst 
their people. In the case of “Doug,” he exercised the freedom which inherently is 
American, to state publicly his attitude with regard to the Republican nomination, 
and thus to encourage the movement, admittedly strong, to bring about its tender 
to him. There is another aspect of his announcement which cannot be overlooked, 
and that is its effect upon the Kremlin autocracy, which knows his record in the 
limitation he has imposed upon communism in Japan, and in the firm resistance he 
haa offered to its aggression in that conquered country ; and it realizes that were he 
nominated and elected he would pursue the same policy in China and the rest of 
the world. Irrespective of General MacArthur’s record as a military genius, the mag- 
nificent service he has rendered in the administration of a conquered hundred 
million people, an administration which would mean their willing employment 
against Russia, and an impeccable career governed by the West Point motto “Duty, 
Honor, Country,” we believe it in the national interest that the General has entered 
the contest for the presidency against such formidable national defense contenders 
as President Truman who, in spite of Southern grumbling, will be the democratic 
nominee, and Governor Dewey, Senator Taft, Speaker Martin, Senator Vandenberg, 
Governor Warren, and others. It all promises an exciting campaign, and it will be 
important for the Services because the successful candidate will be their Commander- 
in-Ohief during the years ahead, which will be filled with the communist menace. 


| operas eye by the House of Representatives this week of the bill to retire 
personnel of the Army and Air Force in their highest war rank and to set up 
a system of non-disability retirement for the National Guard and the Reserve com- 
ponents of all the Armed Forces puts that important measure over its first great 
hurdle. The next and more formidable one, is the Senate. A similar measure passed 
the House in the 79th Congress and was reported out favorably by the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, but was killed on the floor of the Senate when 
Senator Johnson of Colorado and Senator Hill of Alabama refused to let the 
matter come to a vote. The bill passed the House with no opposition, certainly no 
vocal opposition. We believe the same favorable sentiments will prevail in the 
Senate if its Committee on Armed Services will report it to that body. Senator 
Gurney, chairman of the Senate Committee, has no immediate plans for taking 
up the measure, his present interest being in the pending hearings on the important 
Universal Military Training plan. Inasmuch as previous Senate hearings led to 
committee approval of the bill in the last Congress, we suggest that the measure 
might advantageously be referred now to a subcommittee which could report later 
to the full committee and thus speed the bill to the floor of the Senate in time for 
careful consideration rather than bringing it out near the end of the session where 
the same parligmentary tactics might prevent action as it did in the last Congress. 


PORETARY of Defense Forrestal’s announcement that his Civilian Advisory 
Committee on Service Pay will not complete its study in time for the submission 
of recommendations at this session of Congress is seriously to be deplored. If the 
present situation is allowed to continue without any tangible hopes for correction, 
the Services may lose many more of the valuable officers so badly needed for the 
building up of our defenses in these perilous times. The recent statements by Ad- 
miral Boone anticipating serious losses in Medical personnel in the three Armed 
Services represent but one phase of the problem being faced by all components. The 
high cost of living, the present antiquated pay scales, and the more lucrative em- 
ployment available in civil life, combine to make it difficult to attract and hold 
the high type of men the Services must have. In light of the actions taken by the 
President and Congress with respect to civil service retirement and pay, the present 
ig an auspicious time and we hope that Mr, Forrestal and his committee will make 
the most of it by speeding their study to Congress for consideration before adjourn- 
ment.

F. M. M.—The Air Reserve Lump Sum 
Payment is authorized for Air Reserve 
Officers only. It would not be authorized 
for that period of service when you were 
on duty as an Air Corps Officer prior to 
your appointment in the Air Reserve. It 
is also believed that you would not be 
authorized this payment for service since 
your appointment in the Air Reserve as 
you are on active duty as an AUS offi- 
cer, rather than as an Air Reserve Offi- 
cer. This is the policy of the Depart- 
ment of the Air Force at the present 
time. No Comptroller General Decision 
has yet been made on this particular 
question. 

H. C. P.—The AGO has advised us that 
under current policy the AGC test is not 
required of soldiers reenlisting in the 
Army. These tests are now filed and ex- 
cept in those cases in which all copies of 
the AGC test previously taken have been 
lost, the soldier is not required to take a 
second test. Only those soldiers enlisting 
in the Army or the Air Force from civilian 
life are required to take this test. 

Cc. T. A—If a soldier should retire 
within less than one year after reenlist- 
ment in the Regular Army it would be 
necessary for him to refund the entire 
amount of the enlistment allowance re 
ceived at the time of his enlistment. 
There is no regulation to the effect that 
he need refund only $50 for the year of 
enlistment not completed.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—Secretary of State Marshall, discussing this week the ominous 
world situation with thoroughness and candor, undertook to dampen the “consider- 
able passion . . . of a great many in this country,” whose violent expressions have 
done nothing either to maintain peace or to keep American public thinking in balanced 
calm. He discussed the “very, very serious” general situation and particularly the 
“reign of terror” in Czechoslovakia, marked by the suicide of Foreign Minister 
Masaryk, but made clear his opposition to having the United States pushed into 
unconsidered action by either panic or indignation. Some of the hysterical clamor by 
radio orators indicates how badly informed on world prospects the speakers had 
been: soberer observers knew long ago that Moscow’s absorption of Czechoslovakia 
was in the cards, and were surprised only by its timing. The suicide of Jan Masaryk, 
in obvious protest against the execution of the Russian threat, gave to the world 
tragic and memorable evidence that Moscow control ends all hopes of freedom, twice 
earned by Masaryk’s brave people in this generation, and twice stolen from them, 
first by Hitler and next by Stalin. The drama of his death has done much to demon- 
strate once more the futility of doing business with Moscow, as poor Masaryk and 
Benes had hopefully tried. 

If by quasi-legal methods the Communists gain Italy, legal resistance to 
Moscow becomes difficult. In any case, the situation in Greece, Turkey and 
the whole Middle East becomes extremely grave, and the difficulty of America’s 
bettering it even the most reluctant Congressman now must recognize as staggering. 
The principal means of bettering it would be found, as always, in powerful armed 
forces in being instead of in remote prospect. We would be better off if the Nation 
had remembered it two years ago when the magnificent military establishment of 
World War II was being demolished. The United States must now move with great 
speed toward the objective so long and, it is feared, too long ignored. 

Spurred into agreement by the recent demonstrations of what happens to such 
solitary Puropean independents as Czechoslovakia and Finland, the western Euro- 
pean nations have taken action to link themselves economically, politically, and 
militarily. At the Brussels conference of delegates from Britain, France and the 
Benelux group there was obvious willingness to poo] resources in Burope, but less 
to include commitments for the united protection of colonial areas. At the London 
conference the essential step was that of agreeing to internationalize the Ruhr 
Valley, and to merge the three western zones of occupied Germany in such a way as 
to promote the economic betterment not only of the larger western nations and the 
Benelux group, but also of Germany. This may be thought of as essential to the 
Buropean Recovery Program itself, and certainly a preliminary item of evidence 
that this group of prospective beneficiaries of ERP is pulling its weight in the 
venture, No final decisions were made at this conference, or could be made, but 
the delegates’ action provides substantial encouragement in two respects; first, that 
the April meeting will provide decision, and second, that American isolationist 
epposition to BRP (on the ground that Burope should do more for itself) will be 
somewhat reduced. By coincidence, the day which produced the London agreement 
also produced in Washington the report on this very subject by a subcommittee of 
the Herter (House) Committee on Foreign Aid; it called for a western European 
defense pact to provide support to such economic aid as the United States may give 
under ERP, putting into written form what has long been in the thoughts of many 
in the United States. The London communique’s discussion of the international 
program for the Ruhr affirms that the purpose is “to insure that the economic re- 
sources of this area should not again be used for purposes of aggression, and that 
there should be adequate access to the coal, coke and steel of the Ruhr for the 
benefit of extensive parts of the European community, including Germany.” The 
door remains open to Soviet Russia, necessarily, with assurance that four-power 
agreement is welcome, but nobody dreams that Moscow will take advantage of the 
union-invitation until the Soviets’ present truculence is found unprofitable. 

There is presently no reduction in Moscow’s truculence and no hint of any, rather 
the reverse. At Lake Success Mr. Gromyko continues his tirades to prove that every- 
body is out of step but Moscow, and that the Ruhr agreement which aims at reviv- 
ing a peaceful economy for western Durope (and for eastern Europe, as well, if 
Moscow would loose the chains on the eastern European satellites) is a “plot” to 
create an aggressive union against Russia. In Vienna, with a demunstration of 
instructed “frightfulness” reminiscent of Hitler, a Russian sentry Orders an Ameri- 
can soldier into the gutter as he passes Soviet headquarters and, when the American 
refuses, clubs him down and shoots him as he lies helpless. In Prague and in Hel- 
sinki the last faint stirrings of independent spirits are stilled by Moscow threats. 
In Manchuria a Chinese civilian passenger plane, unarmed, is fired on in flight by 
two pursuit planes bearing Russian markings—and unhit, by the way. It does not 
take much study to surmise what Secretary of Defense Forrestal meant as he dis- 
cussed this week the reviving interest in Universal Military Training—‘“Events are 
making progress for us.” 

Statesmen who have been letting the Palestine situation drift toward disaster, 
while waiting cheerily but vainly for some rescue party to show up, this past week 
had a new reminder of how little time remains for a peaceable solution. The first 
1,500-man contingent of the British forces in Palestine embarked at Haifa and moved 
off to Cyprus. They will be followed by other contingents at intervals up to 15 May 
when evacuation is to be complete, and it is apparent that as each contingent leaves, 
reducing the 50,000 British Palestine garrison toward zero, the constabulary problem 
in Palestine becomes greater. The United Nations, which voted for partition last fall 
and now discovers that partition involves responsibilities which UN is unprepared 
to fulfill, continues te grapple blindly with its mounting problem. It has not yet 
produced a plan for taking over, for finding troops to maintain order and support 
the will of UN, for finding money even to pay the local policemen, for supplying food 
such as the British have been supplying during their mandate to the extent of 
13,000 tons monthly, for operating the utilities, much less for exercising the general 
control which the British have supplied all these years and which neither Jew nor 
Arab in Palestine can today supply or will permit the other to supply. The clock 
will strike 12 in two months, not only for Palestine but for the United Nations 
leadership which was responsible for the partition vote. 

In withdrawing from Palestine, the British are automatically building up their 
previously limited strength in Cyprus which is beginning to take on greatly in- 
creased importence as a potential air and naval base, and also as a position for 
the monitoring of Russian broadcasts. In this last connection it is interesting to 





note, also, that the Near-East Broadeasting Service, which is British-controlled, 
is already moving its Arab-broadcasting facilities from Jerusalem to Cyprus. There 
is no present statement of how many of the 50,000 troops being evacuated from 
Palestine will be placed on this strategie island, 60 miles from Syria and 40 from 
the Turkish coast and 350 from the Suez Canal. By a grim coincidence their arrival 
will not greatly increase the food problem of Cyprus, for that island now holds over 
30,000 Jewish migrants still seeking entry to Palestine, and there is British as- 
surance that on 15 May, when the Palestine mandate ends, the respensibility of 
denying the migrants entrance to Palestine will also end. Their camping area will 
then be available for incoming British troops. The new garrison will met include 
the last of the British forces from India, for the Somerset Light Infantry, departing 
from Bombay, is homeward bound: the regiment had been in India sinee 1822 and 
had taken part in most of the frontier wars in the last century. In the euwrrent year’s 
transfer of British troops, it begins to be apparent, there will be 320,000 who will 
not go to new stations at all for that number will be demobilized, and only 132,000 
replacements will be recruited, Secretary for War Shinwell announced on Tuesday. 
This will reduce the British Army’s present strength from 527,000 to a net of 339,000, 
and force a greater reliance upon Territorial troops. This economy step by the 
Labor Government has been opposed by the Conservatives but unsuceessfully. 

The State Department, in asking this week for Congressional authorization to 
the Export-Import Bank for making loans of $500,000,000 to Latin Ameriea (this 
does not call for appropriations), listed the priorities recommended for pending 
legislation affecting the State Department. At the top is the Buropean Recovery 
Program fund, still under attack by a number of Congressmen. Next is the Greek- 
Turkish aid, and third the economic aid to China—ahead of a $20,000,000 grant to 
the Trieste Zone for needs of the next 15 months. Thereafter, in order of sugzested 
priority, are the renewal of reciprocal trade agreements, the inter-Ameriea military 
agreements, munitions-sale control, legislation for the Pacific Islands government, a 
$65,000,000 no-interest loan to the United Nations for construction work in New 
York City.

Navy School, General Line—The opening the of the first class at the new U. S. 
Naval School, General Line, at Monterey, Calif., the roster of which we publish else- 
where in this issue, marks the establishment of what Secretary of the Navy Sullivan 
referred to as “another link in a great progressive educational system.” This school, 
which eventually will become the seat of all Navy post-graduate work, carries forward 
the idea nurtured by Fleet Admiral King and implemented by the Holloway plan, 
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that all officers of the Regular Navy whether from the U. S. Naval Academy or from 
civilian colleges should have the same basic naval education, thus advancing not 
only the over-all efficiency of the Navy but also putting all officers on a more equitable 
basis for selection. Following the expansion of the Navy in post-World War I, 
considerable discontent and Congressional criticism were aroused by the failure of a 
large number of war-inducted officers to be recommended by selection boards. The 
sympathy of Congress was expressed by its action in extending the time they could 
remain on the active list following failure of selection. With that lesson in mind, it 
is the present plan to put all officers on an even basis by means of education in civilian 
schools and post-graduate work in Naval Schools. The General Line School at New- 
port, R. L, has been carrying on this work and will continue until all transferred 
Reserve and temporary officers have completed their course. Eventually the post- 
graduate work now being conducted at Annapolis and the Naval Intelligence and 
Naval School of Foreign Languages at Anacostia, will be discontinued and their 
functions transferred to the Monterey institution which will become, in effect, the 
Naval Post-graduate University. 


European Command—vU. 8. Military personnel in EUCOM can no longer mail 
duty-free parcels to the United Kingdom. The restriction was made by the British 
sovernment which says that hereafter all such parcels will be subject to full customs 
duty. 

All non-duty travel to Ozechoslovakia has been suspended, but it is expected that 
regular travel will be resumed shortly. 

An intensive “No Accident” campaign, featuring safe driving pledges, slogans, 
posters and signs started 1 March and will be continued through the month.

dental changes in the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Act pertaining to Reserve 
components, The proposed bill is the result 
of a study which originated with War De- 
partment plans for the organization and 
training of the Reserve Corps for future 
emergencies. The first section of this bill 
amends the National Defense Act so as to 
bring the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the Organ- 
ized Reserve, and the Enlisted Reserve Corps 
into a reserve component called The Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps. The second section de- 
letes the restriction presently contained in 
section 37a of the National Defense Act, 
which provides that Reserve officers cannot 
receive pay and allowances except when on 
active duty, Section 3 makes the necessary 
amendment to section 14 of the Pay Read- 
justment Act to carry this into effect. That 
is, in brief, the purpose of it, Section 4 
amends section 55a of the National Defense 
Act pertaining to the organization and train- 
ing of the Organized Reserve Corps, It au- 
thorizes the organization of that Corps into 
three classes of units and, in the interest of 
flexibility, delegates to the Secretary of War 
certain administrative matters in connection 
therewith. The other sections mainly repeal 
obsolete or inconsistent provisions of existing 

law.” 

Three types of Reserves would be set 
up by the bill. “Class A,” ground and air 
units, with full complements of officers 
and enlisted men, are provided, and 
should be ready for mobilization at the 
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same time as the National Guard. 

Members will spend one night a week 
in training and be paid a day’s pay for 
each such training period. They’d also 
take two weeks active duty each summer 
with pay. 

“Class B” units, with full officer comple- 
ment and a. skeltonized enlisted contin- 
gent, will train one night every two weeks 
with pay and go to summer camp once 
every three years. “Class C” units, com- 
posed of officers only, will be trained and 
paid on the same basis as the “B” organi- 
zations. 

In addition, some pilots, radar techni- 
cians and other specialists also will be 
allowed inactive duty training pay under 
standards to be set by the Army and Air 
Force. 

The cost of the program is estimated 
at 90 million dollars next year, mounting 
to 150 millions a year eventually. 


Army Dental Corps 
(Continued from First Page) 
the end of the year’s training may be 
commissioned in the Regular Army with- 
out further examination, provided they 
are recommended by the internship com- 
mittee of the hospital. The number of 
internships available starting 1 August 
1948 will be fifty, and each dental school 
will receive information and proper forms 
to be used in making applications for such 
training within the next few months so 
it can be made available to senior classes. 

It is expected that dental under- 
graduate ROTC training, which was dis- 
continued in 1935, will be resumed in the 
fall of 1948 in the leading dental schools 
of the country. This will not only provide 
au source of Reserve officers but Regular 
Army officers as well. 

Dental officers in the post-war army 
will have unparalleled opportunities to 
improve their professional and military 
qualifications. When he receives his 
permanent commission the new officer 
comes under the supervision of a career 
planning group whose responsibility it is 
to insure that his training and duty as- 
signments are not left to chance but are 
directed toward attainment of a definite 
objective. Certain essential courses will 
be obligatory for all dental officers at 
specified intervals, Thus the new dentist 
will immediately receive five months of 
instruction in basic military subjects fol- 
lowed by four months of training in the 
activities of the Medical Department and 
Dental Corps; later between his third and 
tenth year of service he will attend a 
four-month advanced tactical and admin- 
istrative course and a four-month dd- 
vanced professional course at the Army 
Dental School. Thereafter, he will be 
eligible for higher military training in 
accordance with his ability and the gen- 
eral trend of his career. In addition to this 
prescribed instruction, the officer who 
shows an inclination and aptitude for a 
clinical specialty will be encouraged to 
undertake a program leading ultimately 
to board certification, he will start such 
advanced training soon after his third 
year of service and his schedule will in- 
clude the necessary civilian schooling 
and extended clinical experience in an 
approved Army hospital. 

In time of emergency many of the key 
positions in the dental service will be 
filled by Reserve officers and the main- 
tenance and training of an adequate 
dental Reserve is receiving much atten- 
tion in The Surgeon General’s Office. 
Temporary officers released at the end of 
the war were encouraged to accept Re- 
serve commissions. Training for this 
group will be kept up-to-date through cor- 
respondence courses, short summer camps, 
two-month associate courses at the Medi- 
eal Field Service School, and voluntary 
periods of extended active duty. Recent 
graduates are encouraged to apply for 
Reserve commissions and volunteer for 
extended active duty for one year or 
more. Inasmuch as the authorized 
strength of the Regular Army Dental 
Corps is less than half of the number 
required for our present Army, it can be 
seen that it will be necessary to have 
many Reserve officers on active duty. 

The Army Dental Corps has had many 
occasions in the past to be grateful for 
the support of the civilian dental pro- 
fession, and it is the aim of the responsible 
officers to see that such support is justified 
and that dental service as provided in 
the Army will continue to reflect credit 
on civilian dentistry.

mates have been prepared are as follows: 

“1, That the program for national security 
recommended by the Compton Commission 
has been accepted as the basic outline for 
the universal training program. 

“2. That H, R, 4278 embodies the essentia! 
principles of the Compton Commission report. 

“3. That universal training legislation will 
be enacted by Congress this session, with the 
necessary funds appropriated not later than 
1 July 1948. 

“4. That twelve months will be required 
normally to set up training camps and per- 
sonnel, the first inductees to be taken on 1 
July 1949, (subject to acceleration in case of 
emergency ). 

“5. That trainees will be inducted either 
quarterly or semi-annually, the cost esti- 
mates having been computed in the first in- 
stance on the former basis. 

“6. That the initial imput of trainees will 
be phased over a thirty-three months period 
between 1 July 1949, and 1 April 1952. 

“7. That the training plans and cost studies 
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are, at the present time, necessarily to be 
limited to the military side of the program, 
including induction of trainees. 

“8. That the cost estimates should include 
allowances for the following training op- 
tious: . 

“a. Six months’ advanced UMT. 

“b. Scholarships in non-ROTC colleges and 
vocational schools.” 

In response to a subsequent request 
from Senator Gurney, Secretary Forrestal 
submitted estimated costs of the civilian 
components of the Armed Services, ex- 
plaining that the “estimates have been ar- 
rived at upon the assumption that UMT 
will be put into effect by July 1948, in ac 
cordance with current training plans, that 
trainees will be inducted by phases over 
a 833 month period commencing July 1, 
1949, and that the program will have at- 
tained its maximum output by April, 
1952.” The figures, in millions of dollars, 
follow :

Following ig full 
text of his statement: 

“I have been informed that petitions 
have been filed at Madison and signed by 
many of my fellow citizens of Wisconsin, 
presenting my name to the electorate for 
consideration at the primary 6 April. 

“T am deeply grateful for this spontane- 
ous display of friendly confidence. No 
man could fail to be profoundly stirred 
by such a public movement in this hour 
of momentous import—national, interna- 
tional, temporal and spiritual. 

“While it seems unnecessary for me to 
repeat I do not actively seek or covet 
any office and have no plans for leaving 
my post in Japan, I can say and with due 
humility that I would be recreant to all 
my concepts of good citizenship were I 
to shrink, because of hazards and respon- 
sibilities involved, from accepting any 
public duty to which I might be called by 
the American people.”

Representative Carl Hinshaw (R- 
Calif.) who was vice chairman of the 
Congressional Aviation Policy and chair- 
man of its subcommittee on Combat Avia- 
tion, this week introduced a bill to author- 
ize interservice transfers of officers. The 
bill provides: 

“That upon application by the officer con- 
cerned and with the approval of the Secre- 
taries of the two Departments concerned, any 
officer of the Army, Navy or Air Force may 
be transferred to any other of such Depart- 
ments by direction of the Secretary of De- 
fense, Any officer so transferred shall re- 
tain the grade corresponding to that which 
he held in the Department from which trans- 
ferred and shall have his name entered upon 
the promotion list of the Department to 
which transferred among the officers in his 
grade, in accordance with his relative senior- 
ity as defined in Public Law 381 of the 80th 
Congress.” 

In support of his measure, Representa- 
tive Hinshaw said: 

“The National Security Act of 1947 pro- 
vides for the transfer of officers between the 
Army and Air Force, but no provision is 
made for transfer between the Air Force and 
the Navy. The Army to Air Force transfers 
were made possible because of course the 
Air Force was being separated from the 
Army, However, in that transfer provision 
there was a limitation upon top ranking offi- 
cers that could be transferred, which was to 
grade of Major. 

“As Chairman of the Combat Aviation Sub- 
committee of the Congressional Aviation 
Policy Board, it is my firm belief that this 
limitation should be removed and that in fact, 
all limitations should be removed for trans- 
fer among the Armed Services, There is a 
serious shortage in the Armed Forces be- 
tween the age of 43 and 53 years.. 

“The older officers who have made a career 
of Military Aviation are retiring rapidly, and 
there is dearth of experience in the age level 
immediately below them, 

“On the other hand, there is a considerable 
number of Naval Aviators in the 43 to 533 
age level including Marine Corps Aviators 
who have excellent experience and whose op- 
portunities for service and promotion are 
less than those of opposite number in the 
Air Force. Authority to make transfers from 
one organization to another might well cor- 
rect this situation and result in greater 
equity as well as greater effectiveness in the 
two arms. 

“Moreover there is a great need for the 
exchange of ideas and knowledge of each 
others techniques and problems, which if ef- 
fected, would bring about greater under- 
standing between the two services, and which 
would serve to advance the art of combat 
aeronautics. 

“The Navy Department is opposed to this 
legislation, according to expressions before 
the Combat Subcommittee of the Congres- 
sional Aviation Policy Board, but in my opin- 
ion, as Chairman of that Subcommittee, their 
opposition is an expression of weakness in 
position rather than in strength. It should 
serve the Navy Department very well indeed 
to make such transfers possible and from at 
least two standpoints: 

“First, Such transfers would inject into 
the Armed Force some of the fine training 
experience and understanding of naval prob- 
lems, which is needed by the Air Force, in 
order to effect a greater unity between the 
two air arms, and secondly, such transfers 
would open the promotion list in the Navy 
to the advancement of some of the younger 
officers who may find promotions quite slow 
in the Navy, thereby bringing in a more 
youthful spirit into the higher grades of rank. 

“One of the greatest needs we have today 
in the Armed Services is common understand- 
ing between the several arms. This lack of 
understanding was set forth clearly in the 
Board’s report when we said: 

“*The loyalty of each service to its tradi- 
tions is understandable but unyielding ad- 
herence to service loyalties at the expense 
of national security is a luxury the Nation 
can no longer afford.’ ” 


Six Orders to Aid Recruiting 

Six civic and fraternal orders—the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of Diks; 
American Legion and Auxiliaries; 
Kiwanis International; Fraternal Order 
of Hagles; Kiwanis International; U. 8. 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, and Lions 
International—this week jointly an- 
nounced a nationwide program to mobi- 
lize civilian support in every community 
behind the voluntary enlistment program 
of the Army and the Air Force. 

National officers of the organizations 
announced that their 6,978,000 members 
in over 40,000 local units throughout the 
country will support the program within 
their own communities. The end purpose, 
they stated, “is to achieve a secure nation 
and a stable peace—a job for all of us.” 
These organizations have been cooperat- 
ing with the services independently for 
nearly two years, and their new program 
will intensify this cooperation. 
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National Aviation Policy 


OLLOWING is a continuation of the 
report of the Congressional Aviation 
Board, the Combat Aviation Section of 
which was published in the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL of last week: 
AIRCRAFT MANUFACTURING 

The United States cannot afford to main- 
tain in peacetime the Air Forces required 
to win a war. Therefore, plans for expand- 
ing aircraft production in wartime must be 
an integral part of the Nation’s air policy. 
In addition to a continuous research and de- 
velopment program which will assure the 
best airplanes, it is essential to have enough 
peacetime production contracts to maintain 
industrial potential for rapid expansion. Be- 
yond these basic necessities certain other 
preparedness steps must be taken promptly 
to remove existing barriers to rapid produc- 
tion acceleration in an emergency, and the 
Board recommends: 

A comprehensive plan for allocating man- 
power should be developed fer immediate 
application in the event of an emergency. 
Competition between the services, and be- 

tween industry and the services, must be 
prevented. Drafting of experienced defense 
workers into the military and replacing of 
them with unskilled workers is a distinct 
loss to total effort, Specialized skills will be 
needed more criticaJly than ever in factories. 
Industries nonessential to prosecution of war 
should be denied materials and manpower 
needed by essential industries. 

New designs for aircraft should be care- 
fully considered for producibility and serv- 
leeability to avoid time-consuming rede- 
sign when production contracts are 
awarded. 

In awarding experimental as well as pro- 
duction contracts, the Air Force and the 
Navy should carefully consider the produci- 
bility and serviceability of designs submitted. 
New aircraft must be designed for easy pro- 
duction to avoid the time-consuming process 
of redesign when a production contract is 
awarded. 

Experimental contracts should be per- 
fermed only with the tooling necessary 
therefor. High-production tooling may be 
affected by development changes, and 
therefore should be constructed only when 
required for actual production. 

Such tooling, applicable to only one stage 
of model development, in most cases would 
be obsolete before it could be used. Suitable 
low-production tooling, if soundly conceived 
for an airplane of good producibility, is a 
step on the road to high-production tooling, 
and makes possible rapid construction of 
high-production tooling when the latter is 
required. 

General administrative and contractual 
problems should be solved in advance be- 
tween industry and the armed services 
threugh the preparation of forms of con- 
tracts and leases, to be activated on M-day. 
General administrative and contractual 

problems should be solved in advance of an 
emergency by agreement between industry 
and the services. Contracts and leases pre- 
pared for activation on M-day will save time 
at the crucial point in an emergency program. 

New and advanced designs of aircraft 
sheuld be available and ready at all times 
te place in quantity production, 

An all-important requirement of any 
mobilization plan is constant availability of 
advanced designs of aircraft, proved in serv- 
fee and ready for quantity production. 
Proved types of aircraft should be ready for 
immediate mass-production methods. 

In the interest of national defense, the 
armed services should contract for the 
maintenance of stand-by facilities private- 
ly owned by the aircraft manufacturing 
industry. 

When the Military Establishment deems it 
to be in the interest of national defense to 
maintain privately owned surplus aviation 
industry facilities, the appropriate procure- 
ment agencies should by proper payments en- 
courage air contractors to maintain such fa- 
cilities in a desired state of readiness. This 
is in the nature of proper insurance for the 
safety of the Nation. 

In the interest of national security, there 
shall be planned over-lapping of design 
and production contracts to provide con- 
tinuity of labor; to obtain economy in 
Procurement; and to assure the availability 
ef expandable engineering and production 
teams in industry. 

Maintenance of a healthy and expandable 
aircraft industry is required for national 
Security. 

Procurement policies of the Government 
will determine the financial condition and 
Survival of most companies engaged in mak- 
ing aircraft. 

Military purchases are 90 per cent of total 
production; therefore, stability of the in- 
dustry depends on wise procurement plan- 
ning by the armed forces. 

Presently, the services rarely are able to 
inform the manufacturers of their procure- 
ment programs far in advance, Future de- 
livery schedules are for comparatively short 
Periods and do not provide for overlapping 
of design and production contracts. This re- 
sults from lack of long-range planning and 
inflexible procurement Jaws, as well as the 





constitutional limitation on appropriation of 
moneys beyond one Congress. 

Time involved in design, construction, and 
development of a new airplane is compar- 
able to that for building a battleship. Every 
airplane used in World War II was de- 
veloped before the war. Only recently have 
planes developed from war experience come 
into limited production. World War II pro- 
duction to meet aircraft requirements was 
not attained until 4% years after our own 
aircraft industry expansion began, superim- 
posed on British and French orders. 

To be secure, this Nation needs an industry 
with sufficient production to maintain a 
nucleus of facilities and engineering and pro- 
duction staffs to permit rapid emergency ex- 
pansion. 

Currently, the Navy and Air Force are 
“living off their fat,” replacing planes from 
surplus in storage. All of these planes are 
obsolete. Replacement purchases of new 
planes are far below the rate necessary to 
keep air groups operational. 

Problems facing the Government and in- 
dustry in procurement planning, methods 
and procedures are more complicated than 
ever before because of— 

(a) International relations requiring 
United States Air Forces to be in an im- 
mediate state of readiness. 

(b) Greater technical complexity and 
rapid rate of improvement of equipment 
to be produced. 

(c) Larger annual appropriations in- 
volved. 

The Congress should assist the air serv- 
ices in long-range planning by removing 
time limitations en the expenditure of ap- 
propriations as well as the time limitation 
upon contract authorizations. 

At present the feature of aircraft procure- 
ment that is most destructive to economical 
planning is a provision in the appropriation 
act which requires the services to obligate 
their funds and contract authority before 
the end of each fiscal year. Penalty for fail- 
ure to do this is a loss of the funds and 
authorization. Whether procurement plans 
are or are not sound the tendency is to con- 
clude the contract. 

Deletion of a time limit within which to 
obligate funds would eliminate the necessity 
of tying procurement schedules to an artifi- 
cial and arbitrary period of time. Contracts 
could be let when planning is complete, This 
would neither change nor increase amounts 
authorized but would permit more effective 
utilization. An additional advantage would 
be to permit the services to cut back con- 
tracts when more acceptable and useful equip- 
ment is available, without losing the unex- 
pended balance. Under present time limits, 
such unexpended balance is lost to the pro- 
curing agency. This has a tendency to en- 
courage the services to complete contracts 
which they might otherwise revise downward 
or cancel if it were possible to substitute im- 
proved types of equipment. Funds to liqui- 
date obligations under contract authority 
should be provided by the Congress on a 
continuing appropriation basis, with amounts 
to be provided from year to year, based upon 
evaluation of the estimated progress under 
the contracts. 

In the interest of national security, the

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Congress should authorize a succ i of 

5-year programs, reviewable yearly, for re- 

search, development, and precurement of 

aircraft for the purpose of maintaining a 

rapid expandible production industry. 

Legality of appropriating money “until ex- 
pended” for “the procurement of weapons 
and other equipment necessary to enable 
personnel to carry on war” has been upheld 
by the Attorney General. He concluded that 
“there appears to be no legal objection to a 
request to the Congress to appropriate funds 
to the Air Force for the procurement of air- 
craft and aeronautical equipment to remain 
available until expended.” 

A 5-year plan for aircraft procurement is 
believed the most efficient method of stabi- 
lizing procurement and of promoting a 
healthy industry available for mobilization 
in emergency. It has many advantages: 

(a) It allows management to plan produc- 
tion, employment, inventories, finances and 
operations, equalizing the costly peaks and 
valleys experienced in current procurement. 

(b) The mere act of creating a 5-year plan 
encourages and requires a more mature view 
of Government procurement needs and of in- 
dustry’s ability to supply them in peacetime 
and in emergency. It does not bind future 
Congresses if they determine the national 
need has changed. 

In the interest of national security, con- 
tracting officers and the aircraft industry 
should plan procurement and production to 
assure all classifications of aircraftsmen 
maximum job security te insure the nucleus 
for expansion in emergency. 

Many of the best supervisors, engineers, 
and skilled workmen are leaving the aircraft 
industry for lack of stability and security 
resulting fram absence of a long-ranged pro- 
gram, Sporadic awarding of contracts 
throughout the industry has caused even the 
nucleus force of top-trained employees to 
endure general and temporary lay-offs. 

The production of present day aircraft is 
highly complex, Frequent changes are re- 
quired in methods and processes of manu- 
facturing. Breaking up of coordinated teams

Financial Digest 


Securities and commodities markets 
moved through the week at a slow pace, 
with commodities showing mid-week de- 
clines, notably in grains. This was due 
in some measure to a notice of intent to 
strike the meat packing industry, filed 
by a CIO union. However, declines were 
moderate with indications of some recov- 
eries toward the week-end although cot- 
ton continued off from .69 to $1.20 the 
bale. 

Commodity declines were briefly re- 
flected by securities which went off small 
fractions to $1 a share, but by Friday 
most stocks, notably common, returned to 
their first-of-the-week position with a few 
registering fractional gains. 

Securities trading daily sales ran about 
100,000 shares behind the same day the 
previous week, and around 250,000 shares 
behind comparable days in 1947; this de- 
spite the fact that annual dividend re- 
ports and statements, released in late 
January and throughout February, had 
shown high rates of profits in practically 
all lines, especially the heavier industries 
and in oils. 

New offerings have lessened during the 
past two weeks, but this is no indication 
of a tight money market as largest offer- 
ings usually come in the first two months 
of the year, tapering off to almost zero 
during March. 

The Governmental and Legislative in- 
vestigations of the recent price increase 
of some semi-finished steel products has 
done nothing to throw the markets into 
a state of the jitters, however, the probes 
may in some measure account for the dull 
days of the exchanges this week. 

Meanwhile, industry is moving along 
with plans for continued expansion and 
intensified research as employment con- 
tinues at high levels with some declines 
recorded in those cities which are with- 
out manufacturing or industrial activity.

Merchant Marine 

Efforts were begun this week by 12 
Senators to eliminate the foreign charter 
provisions of the European Recovery 
Program bill (S. 2202). An amendment 
is being proposed to make this proposed 
300 ship transfer impossible, Senator 
Owen Brewster (R-Me.), stated Tuesday. 
In explaining why this transfer proposal 
was included in the bill, the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee stated that “it 
would be unwise to authorize the transfer 
of the title to American merchant ships.” 
In making the authorization to charter 
300 vessels abroad the committee rationa- 
lized that “to require the operation of 
these 300 vessels by the U. S. would have 
the effect of maintaining our American 
merchant fleet at an abnormally high level 
for a temporary period, and postponing, 
at considerable cost to the U. S. Govern- 
ment, the inevitable readjustment that 
must be made.” 

The new International Maritime Or- 
ganization, presently being created in 
Geneva by the United Nations Maritime 
Conference, will have its home in Lon- 
don, will have 12 nations represented on 
its council, and will consist, in addition 
to the governing council, of an assembly, 
a maritime safety committee, and a 
permanent secretariat. Because she was 
not included in the 12 nations represented 
on the new groups council, Panama with- 
drew from the conference. The 12 Coun- 
cil members are the United States, Great 
sritain, Greece, Holland, Norway, 
Sweden, Argentina, Australia, Belgium, 
Canada, France and Italy. The IMO will 
come into being upon ratification by 21 
nations of whom seven must be countries 
each having more than 1,000,000 gross 
tons of shipping. 

Proposed increased Panama Canal toll 
charges would strike a serious blow at 
intereoastal shipping and Pacific Coast 
ports, according to Albert W. Gatov, presi- 
dent of the Pacific American Steamship 
Association. Commercial shipping costs, 
he states, are up 85% over pre-war, with 
revenue increases “not approaching this 
figure.” The PASA has estimated that 
tolls could be cut one-third to 60e a ton 
if Government vessels paid tolls and the 
interest was eliminated. 

Some 227 commercial vessels have 
struck mines since the end of hostilities 
with 50% of the vessels totally lost, ac- 
cording to the American Marine Insur- 
ance Clearing House.

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Credit For Academy Service 


The Morse subcommittee of the Senate 
Committee on Armed Forces met in execu- 
tive session this week to act on the final 
form of legislation to credit service in 
the Military, Naval, or Coast Guard Acad- 
emy for pay and retirement purposes. 

Amendments to be considered were (1) 
that the legislation shall not be retro- 
active; (2) that it shall apply to officers 
now on the retired list ; (3) that the credit 
would be excluded in calculating the 
minimum requirement for voluntary re- 
tirement; and (4) that it would apply 
to the Officers’ Reserve, Medical Reserve 
Corps of the Army, and the contract sur- 
geons covered in the Pay Readjustment 
Act. 

The subcommittee agreed at the 5 Dec. 
hearing to leave for action by the full 
committee the suggestion that personnel 
of the ROTC should be included in the 
provisions of the bill. 

In supporting the bill at the 5 Dee. 
hearing, Admiral L. E. Denfeld, Chief of 
Naval Operations, said the legislation is 
“an important step” in removing dis- 
criminations against various groups of 
personnel,

Army Medical Program 

A two point program designed to meet 
the Army’s current shortage of doctors 
and to expand its present training pro- 
gram so as to provide unequalled high 
standard of medical care for military per- 
sonnel is being worked out by the Army 
Medical Department. 

To reach its goal of expanded training 
the Medical Department is now offering 
its personuel—men and women, recruits 
and seasoned campaigners -— increased 
opportunities for improvement in profi- 
ciency and for professional advancement. 
Part of its plan to increase the number 
of doctors calls for the commissioning into 
the Regular Army in 1948, and again in 
1949, 300 residents in civilian hospitals, 
put them on active duty pay and allow 
them to continue in their civilian resi- 
dences. The assistant residents and resi- 
dents would be allowed to compete in 
normal civilian manner for the next year 
and would be allowed to accept a second 
year of training. The candidates unsuc- 
cessful for further training would go on 
a duty status in their specialties in Army 
medical installations. During their period 
of residency these men would be drawing 
Army pay (first lieutenant or captain). 
The hospitals may withdraw the normal 
civilian stipend and may also charge them 
for subsistence and laundry. 

A second step in the recruitment pro- 
gram would be to commission into the 
teserve Corps in 1948, and again in 1949, 
300 interns, put them on active duty and 
allow them to continue in their civilian 
internships. These interns would be re- 
quired to accept a commission in the 
Regular Army at the end of their intern 
year. They would be allowed to compete 
for and accept residencies in civilian and 
Army hospitals. The interns who do not 
desire residency training or who are un- 
successful in obtaining the same would 
go on duty status in an Army installation. 

According to a Medical Department 
spokesman, the Army can accommodate 
130 new young doctors into its residency 
program each year. For the next two 
years there is estimated 130 additional 
assistant residencies in which to place 
successful competitors from approximate 
ly 500 which will be procured for the 
specific purpose of competing for the 260 
residencies. The 500 doctors will be re 
quired to agree to serve on duty status 
one year in the service for the privilege 
of competing for the 260 residencies. 

As inducement, the Department points 


out, the program offers the pay of an 
Army Officer during his postgraduate 


training which is, in general, much more 
than his pay as a civilian resident and 
intern. The Army does not consider its 
plan unduly competitive with civilian hos 
pitals, since its only source of doctors are 
the graduates of the American medical 
colleges. 

With respect to its program for expan 
sion of training facilities the Medical De- 
partment states that courses will include 
subjects ranging from medical equipment 
mechanics for enlisted personnel to basic 
science for medical specialists and clini 
cians. These subjects are being taught at 
Army Medical centers throughout this 
country and overseas. Civilian hospitals 
are cooperating with special facilities, 
courses and programs. 

At the St. Louis Army Medical Depot 
there are two 26-week courses scheduled 
to start soon for officers and enlisted men 
One is on medical equipment repair and 
maintenance sponsored by the Joint 
Army and Navy Medical Procurement 
Office and the other on optometry. There, 
also, a one-year course in medical supply 
for officers is under way. At Brooklyn 
Army and Navy Medical Procurement Of- 
fice a similar course in medical supply 
procedures is being given. 

Medical Corps officers who desire to be 
certified by American specialty boards 
can participate in officially recognized 
programs leading to examinations for spe- 
cialist certification. At present approxl- 
mately one-tenth of the Regular Army 
Medical Corps are diplomates of Ameri- 
can specialty boards—surgeons, intern- 
ists, urologists, neuropsychiatrists, and 
so on. Some 330 officers are currently tak 
ing training which will lead to certifica 
tion.

Later, the 
group Was to be at the Fairfield-Suisun 
Air Forces Base to confer with Maj. Gen. 
Bob E. Nowland, ATC’s Pacific Division 
commander, and Brig. Gen. Archie J. 
Old, eastern Pacific wing commander. 

At both installations, discussions were 
to be held on the planned organization 
and projected scope of the Military Air 
Transport Service. In addition, members 
of the group were to familiarize them- 
selves with current operations at each in- 
stallation.

Dual Compensation in Canal Zone 

With the case of Brig. Gen. Frank J. 
McSherry, USA-Ret., as a_ basis, the 
Comptroller General has ruled that “with 
respect to commissioned military or naval 
personne] holding offices or positions 
with the Panama Canal” existing law 
authorizes “the payment of the full mili 
tary or naval active duty pay or retired 
pay by providing for the deduction of the 
amount of such pay from the salary or 


compensation payable by the Panama 
Canal.” 
General McSherry held a temporary 


position with the Panama Canal 2 Jan. 
1947 to and subsequent to 30 June 1947. 


The official digest of the decision (1- 
67908) follows: 
“A retired Army officer employed by the 


Panama Canal is entitled, without regard to 
the general dual compensation restrictions of 


section 212 of the Economy Act of 30 June 
1932, as amended, to have his retired pay 
and compensation rights determined in ac 


cordance with the specific provisions of sec 
tion 4 of the Panama Canal Act, as amended, 
authorizing, in effect, the payment of full 
retired pay to retired commissioned officers 
holding offices or positions with the Panama 
Canal by providing for the deduction of the 
amount of retired pay from civilian 
pensation.”

Procurement Functions to USAF

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Study Medical Services 


The current study of the Armed Forces’ 
medical personnel and facilities is part 
of a general study looking toward decen- 
tralization of the administrative func- 
tions of the military establishment, Sec- 
retary of Defense Forrestal revealed this 
week. 

The Secretary told his weekly press 
conference that he was in firm agreement 
with Admiral Boone, Executive Secre- 
tary for the Committee studying medical 
facilities, in his contention that no mili- 
tary hospital should comprise more than 
from 1.0) to 1.500 beds. The Secretary 
said that the medical men of all branches 
of the service could do a far better job 
in a smaller establishment. Large hos- 
pitals he said cannot give the same in- 
dividual attention as is possible in 
smaller facilities. 

Standardization of present military 
hospital forms and procedures, was seen 
this week by Rear Adm. Joel T. Boone, 
Executive Secretary of the Committee on 
Medical and Hospital Services of the 
Armed Forces, as the only logical ap- 
proach to more satisfactory integration 
of medical personnel into the various hos- 
pitals operated by the three branches of 
the Military Establishment. 

Admiral Boone, who has just returned 
from an extensive tour of Army and Navy 
hospitals in the United States, revealed 
that some eighteen subcommittees were 
presently making a study of present 
forms and procedures now in use in mili- 
tary hospitals with a view toward 
standardizing them. Such standardiza- 
tion, Admiral Boone said, would make it 
possible for doctors from any branch of 
the service to function easily in hospitals 
operated by the other services. 

Asked if the Committee was working 
toward complete integration of medical 
service personnel, Admiral Boone said 
that although the question was under 
consideration, such integration would de- 
pend upon what might be gained by such 
action. In any event, he said, the Com- 
mittee was not leading up to a recom- 
mendation for an overall Armed Forces 
Medical Service. He pointed out at the 
same time, that under the standardiza- 
tion approach, none of the service per- 
sonnel would lose their identity with 
their own branch. 

The statement in last week’s ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL that Maj. Gen. Ray- 
mond W. Bliss, Surgeon General of the 
Army, did not accompany the commit- 
tee on its tour was in error, for General 
Bliss was with the committee on eleven 
days of its 16-day tour. Others with the 
group included Rear Adm. C. A. Swanson, 
Surgeon General of the Navy and Maj. 
Gen. Malcolm C. Grow, the Air Surgeon. 

Admiral Boone warned that any 
change in the present medical department 
Set-up would have to be made carefully. 
He said that a sudden change would prove 
chaotic, and may endanger the present 
system of constant medical protection. 

Describing medical personnel generally 
as men with a common interest, Admiral 
Boone said that insofar as the individuals 
themselves were concerned the idea of in- 
tegration would present little, if any, 
problem. The Admiral said he did not 
think at this time, that any legislation 
would be necessary to facilitate the in- 
tegration plan, but that such action as 
was necessary could be taken in the form 
of either Regulations or Directives. 

“One point that is also essential.” Ad- 
miral Boone said, “is to make some effort 
to make medical personnel feel at home 
in hospitals operated by services other 
than their own. Navy doctors, for in- 
stance, have difficulty and in some in- 
stances are completely unable to under- 
stand the symbols used in Army hospitals. 
The same holds true of Army doctors 
working in Navy hospitals.” 

Standardization of medical charts and 
forms, the Admiral said, would give medi- 
cal men of all services a “common lan- 
guage” by which they may be guided. 
When this has been concluded, he said, 
the way will be paved for better coordina- 
tion of personnel and plans mutually sat- 
isfactory to all branches of the military 
establishment will be worked out to ac- 
complish this end.

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Defense Activities Report 

Secretary of Defense Forrestal this 
week issued his “Activities Report” for 
the month of February, outlining progress 
of the various boards and committees 
working on problems of immediate con- 
cern to the military Establishment. 

Complete text of the Secretary’s re- 
port is as follows: 

Civil Defense 

“Mr. Russell J. Hopley of Omaha, Nebraska, 
President of the Northwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Company, has been appointed director 
of a unit for civil defense planning in the 
National Military Establishment, Such a unit, 
to plan a permanent civil defense agency and 
a national program of civil defense, was 
recommended by the War Department Civil 
Defense Board, headed by Maj. Gen, Harold 
R. Bull, USA, Mr. Hopley will begin his 
work on 22 March, 1948. 

Atomic Energy Military Liaison Committee 

“Mr. Donald F. Carpenter, who has been 
a member of the Industry Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Atomic Energy Commission, was 
appointed Deputy to the Secretary of De- 
fense in atomic energy matters, and Chair- 
man of the Military Liaison Committee of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. In addition 
to Mr. Carpenter the committee will have six 
members—two each from the Departments of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force, Mr, Carpenter, 
whose home is in Southport, Connecticut, is 
Vice President of the Remington Arms Com- 
pany and a member of the corporation of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Voluntary Security 

“At the invitation of Secretary Forrestal, 
22 news media executives met in the Secre- 
tary’s office for a briefing on the problem 
of maintaining security of military informa- 
tion, primarily of a technica! or scientific 
nature, They appointed a committee of eight 
members, with Mr, B. J. McKelway as chair- 
man, to study the problem as it relates to 
public information media, with a view to 
determining whether the media could under- 
take to cooperate in a program designed to 
minimize security infringements, This com- 
mittee 1s scheduled to meet next week, and to 
report its findings to the full group of media 
executives about 1 April, 

Petroleum Agencies 

“Following studies by the Munitions Board, 
the old Army-Navy Petroleum Board bas been 
reconstituted as the Armed Services Petrole- 
um Board, with planning and coordinating 
responsibility for all three military services 
in connection with petroleum items, and the 
Armed Services Petroleum Purchasing Agency 
has been created to buy all petroleum and 
petroleum products for the armed forces, With 
the creation of the Purchasing Agency. the 
buying of petroleum products for the Army, 
the Navy and the Air Force was concentrated 
for the first time in a single operating agency. 
Priorities for the three using services will 
be fixed by the Armed Services’ Petroleum 
tonrd under the guidance of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, The Board will have six members, 
the Purchasing Agency three, The chairman- 
ship of each will be rotated among the three 
services, 

Gray Board 

“The Committee on Civilian Components 
(Gray Bonrd) expects to complete its assem- 
bly of materia! and hearing of witnesses this 
month, and to report its findings te Secre- 
tary Forrestal the latter part of April. 

“Five of its meetings, at which 14 civilian 
organizations including representatives of 
Reserve and National Guard components were 
heard, have been open to the press, At closed 
meetings the Committee has heard repre- 
sentatives of the military services, their civil- 
ian components, the Coast Guard, and inter- 
ested government agencies, 

“Material for study has been obtained also 
from the Governors of the States, Territories, 
and Possessions, and from educators inter- 
ested in Reserve Officers’ Training Courses. 
The hearings have been paralleled by sub- 
committee studies to analyze the information 
as it was collected, There have been five sul- 
committees, each assigned studies in a spe- 
cial field: (1) Missions and roles; (2) Size, 
composition, organization and training; (3) 
Personnel; (4) Adequacy, common use, and 
standardization of facilities, supplies and 
equipment; and (5) Legislative and legal as- 
pects. 

“Mr. Gordon Gray, Assistant Secretary of 
the Army, is Chairman of the Committee. 


Munitions Board 

“Mobilization Preparedness: The three mil- 
itary departments have been advised by the 
Munitions Board that plans should be ini- 
tiated for the utilization of industrial facilities 
within their purview in the event of mobiliza- 
tion. These industrial facilities comprise 
command industrial installations (in the 
Army arsenal system, the Air Force depot 
system and in the Navy shore establishment) ; 
the industrial reserve of World War II fa- 
cilities now department owned and managed 
(commonly referred to as ‘standby plants,’ 
some of which are rented or leased by the 
services to commercial firms); and those in- 
dustrial plants designated by the depart- 
ments for sale under the National Security 
Clause of Public Law 364. (This clause is a 
form of option held by the government in 
order that the plant may be quickly returned 





to munitions manufacturing.) 

“Industrial Reserve of Machine Tools 
Growing: Of the 92.000 machine tools tenta- 
tively set as the gual for the industrial re- 
serve of machine tools, 80.000 bave been as- 
signed and tagged for shipment to the armed 
services, Of these, 35.000 have already been 
shipped into storage in military depots. 

“Navy to Develop Standardization of 
Marine Engines: The Munitions Board has 
designated the Bureau of Ships. Department 
of the Navy, as the agency responsible for 
developing recommendations leading to inter- 
departmental standardization in the field of 
marine engines. 


Interdepartmental Space.Board 

“The Survey Team of the Interdepart- 
mental Space Board is in San Francisco this 
week to complete a study of the use of space 
owned or leased by the National Military 
Establishment in that area. 

“Following a similar study in Boston by 
the Board, which is charged with effecting 
maximum economical and effective use of 
space, several military offices in Boston will 
move from leased to government-owned 
space, freeing nearly 45.000 square feet of 
space for civilian use, and reducing military 
expenditures for leased space by $73,281 an- 
nually, In addition, nearly 500,000 square feet 
of storage space owned by the Military Es- 
tablishment has been offered for possible 
use by other government departments. 

Service Pay Commission 

“Mr. William R. Williamson, of the Wyatt 
Company, Washington, D, C., has been en- 
gaged by the Advisory Commission on Serv- 
ice Pay for actuarial work In connection with 
its analysis of the pay structure of the 
armed forces. He will begin his services 
with a study of retirement pay. 

“Mr. Williamson is the third consultant 
retained by the Commission, which was ap- 
pointed by Secretary Forrestal to formulate 
a system of compensation that could serve 
as a new legislative base for pay scales in 
all branches of the armed forces and for cor- 
relation with pay in the Coast Guard, the 
U. S. Public Health Service, and the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, The other consultants, 
Mr. W. D. Weed and Mr, Earl L, Brooks, ex- 
perts on wage and salary evaluation, are 
analyzing service pay, other federal pay, and 
wage and salary structures in private in- 
dustry. 

“A staff of approximately 100, recruited 
within the services, is working with Mr. John 
L, Hoen, Executive Secretary of the Com- 
mission. This staff will be angmented this 
month by a subcommittee, appointed from 
the legal staffs of the services affected, which 
will study existing legislation that tends to 
cause inequities in pay between the serv- 
ices. 

Medical and Hospital Services Committee 

“While no instances of overlapping were 
observed by the Committee on Medical and 
Hospital Services on its recent tour of Army, 
Navy and Air Corps medical installations in 
the South and West, the Committee reported 
it found instances where facilities of one 
service could be used advantageously by the 
others. 

“Pointing out that the installations visited 
constituted less than 40 per cent of the total 
ninintained by the three services, Rear Ad- 
miral Joel T. Boone, MC, U, S. Navy, Execu- 
tive Secretary and spokesman for the Com- 
mittee, said they appeared to be adequate 
in size for present needs in their localities 
and capable of expansion in an emergency. 
However, he said, some which were built 
hurriedly during World War II would have 
to be replaced, He emphasized that the Com- 
mittee was just beginning its studies, which 
will embrace all installations and all phases 
of the medical services of the three services, 
and has not reached definite decision with 
regard to any. 

“During this 16-day tour, made by air- 
plane, which ended March 3, the Commit- 
tee visited 60 medical and 20 dental instal- 
lations in Florida, Texas, Arizona, California, 
Washington, Colorado, Missouri, and Ohio. 
The party included Maj. Gen. Raymond W. 
Bliss, MC, U. S, Army, Surgeon General of the 
Army: Rear Adm. C. A. Swanson, MC, U. S. 
Navy, Surgeon General of the Navy and Chief 
of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery: Maj. 
Gen. Malcolm C. Grow, MC, U. S. Army, the 
Air Surgeon; Admiral Boone and certain tech- 
nical aides. 

Air Force Transfer Order 

“Secretary Forrestal has signed Transfer 
Order No, 7, continuing the process of sep- 
aration of the U, S. Air Force from the De- 
partment of the Army, The order transfers 
from the Army to the Air Force the responsi- 
bility for inspection of the accounts of Air 
Force disbursing officers, and responsibility 
for inspection of National Guard air units 
and of the disbursing accounts of National 
Guard air units.”
